deflecting 90° 21' right parallel with the north line 
of said Half-Quarter Section 866.79 feet to the place 
of beginning of this description; thence deflecting 
90° 21‘ left parallel with said centerline 196.40 
feet; thence deflecting 89° 39' left parallel with 
the north line of said Half-Quarter Section 245.24 / 

feet; thence deflecting 89° 39' right parallel with C\j 
said centerline 212.28 feet; thence deflecting 90° 00V
